All have enjoyed al- 
rendy rather move than two years: training 
in the inilitary collége at Paotingfu. On 
arriving in furope they will be drafted into

Alechol does not ‘keep out the 
cold,’ but lots out the heat of the body, 
and consequently the consumption of 
spirits is a very bad means of fortifying 
one’s self to meet a low external tempera- 
ture as was found aut by ‘the Arctic ox- 
plorors long ge.” (p- 327) ae 

In “The Truth about Intoxicating 

jnk,” a Prize Essay by Mr E. - Bar- 
rett, B.A., the atithor says :—‘‘Experience 
has cleatly demonatrated the pernicious 
offects of alcohol in bath arctic and 
tropical latitudes. English and American
